The Committee is referred tothe Central Intelligence Agency 
for Information concerning the beneficiary* Doctor Laslo r«rnoi. 

The beneficiary was questioned on October 27, 1966, by an 
Investigator from the Immigration and Naturalisation Service. At 
that time. Doctor Tarnoi denied having been a member of the Nasi 
Partyorthnuommumet Party but admitted membership In rightist 
organisations in Hungary. He claimed that he belonged to the Turul 
Party, an organization that sought land reform and reasonable 
socialism for Hungary. The beneficiary insisted that the Turul 
Party was neither a Nazi or Communist organization. Doctor 
l'arooi denied that he persecuted Jews or that he was involved 
with forced labor battalions. He did admit dealing in the black* 
market, particularly In Cenoa, Italy at the end of Vs ©rid War II. 
Doctor Tarnoi said that his work in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
consisted of obtaining food for members of the Ministry.
